Evacuation  Illnesses. 

Evacuees  within  the  Garstang  Rural  District  suffering  from 
Infectious  Disease  or  other  complaints  are  removed  by  motor 
ambulance  driven  by  the  Garstang  Public  Health  Department 
staff  to  the  Emergency  Hospitals,  as  outlined  below. 

In  the  case  of  infectious  disease,  the  billet  and  also  the  ambulance 
are  disinfected  on  each  occasion.  On  recovery,  the  ambulance 
returns  the  evacuee  to  the  billet.  The  number  of  cases  dealt  with

Laboratory  P'acilities. 

The  County  Council  provide  School  Clinics,  Tuberculosis  Dis- 
pensary and  Veneral  Disease  Treatment  Centres,  etc. 

Milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 

Water  samples  are  sent  to  Manchester  University. 

Diphtheria  : Specimens  of  sputum  for  the  detection  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  swabs  and  samples,  etc.,  are  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  Ltd.,  London,  and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 

Seven  specimens  of  sputum,  1 specimen  of  blood  and  58  throat 
and  nose  swabs  were  sent  for  examination.  Of  these,  1 2 swabs  and 
2 sputum  were  found  to  give  positive  results. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

An  ambulance  is  provided  for  infectious  cases  by  the  Moss  Side 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Accident  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Police,  and  ambul- 
ances are  provided  by  the  adjoining  Borough  of  Preston  and  City  of 
Lancaster. 

During  the  year  the  Garstang  Rural  District  Council  made 
application  to  the  neighbouring  towns  for  ambulance  assistance  in 
transporting  non-accident  patients  requiring  hospital  treatment. 
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'I'lie  authorities  concerned  replied  that  they  were  unable  to  accede 
to  the  Council’s  request  owing  to  their  increased  work  due  to  war 
conditions. 

Private  ambulances  are  available  as  previously. 

1 he  Elswick  Sanatorium  has  also  a motor  ambulance  for  tuber- 
culous patients. 

Emergency  Maternity  Units  : The  so-called  “Flying  Squads”  are 
available  from  Lancaster  and  Preston,  and  ambulances  for  maternity 
cases  are  also  available. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Three  full-time  midwives,  who  also  visit  in  the  homes  non- 
infectious  cases,  are  provided  by  Voluntary  Nursing  Associations. 

Eight  registered  midwives  are  practising  in  the  area,  but  not 
employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  subscribe  £5  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Medical 
Charities.  The  Council,  when  necessary,  supply  food  and  milk  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Treatment. 

Smallpox  cases  are  sent  to  Elswick  Sanatorium.  Other  infectious 
cases  are  sent  by  arrangement  to  Moss  Side  Hospital,  Kirkham,  at  a 
fee  of  12s.  Od.  per  day  and  Is.  Od.  per  mile  for  the  use  of  the  ambul- 
ance. If  a patient  can  be  efficiently  nursed  at  home  it  is  not 
removed  to  hospital.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  after  the  removal 
of  all  infectious  cases  ; also  on  request  from  householders. 

The  arrangements  you  now  have  with  the  Fylde  Joint  Hospital 
Board  are  quite  satisfactory. 

During  1941,  13  scarlet  fever,  19  diphtheria,  89  measles,  97 
whooping  cough,  20  pneumonia,  6 erysipelas  and  1 cerebro-spinai 
fever  cases  were  notiiied.  Of  these,  13  scarlet  fever,  19  diphtheria 
and  1 cerebro  spinal  fever  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

One  school  was  closed  on  account  of  measles. 

Conclusion. 

This  concludes  my  Interim  Report. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Clerk  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during 
the  past  year,  1 941 .

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Third  Annual  Report, 
of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  20  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  private 
and  public  supplies,  with  results  as  shewn  below  : — 

Chemical.  Bacteriological.

These  were  obtained  from  private  supplies  in  various  parishes, 
and  in  one  instance  from  the  Fylde  Water  supply.  In  6 cases 
certain  local  improvements  were  carried  out  and  subsequent 
samples  proved  good.  Eight  of  the  anslyses  were  paid  for  by  the 
owners. 

No  new  water  mains  were  laid  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board  in  the 
district  during  1941. 

Four  old  houses  were  connected  up  to  the  Fylde  Water  Board’s 
mains  during  the  year. 


588  houses  have  a water  supply  from  wells  or  springs. 
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Scavenging. 

The  Council  possess  one  self-tipping  7 cubic  yard  Bedford-Eagle 
waggon  with  driver-loader  and  two  loaders.  Scavenging  is  carried 
out  in  the  parishes  of  Garstang,  Cabus,  Kirkland,  Barnacre-with- 
Bonds,  Catterall,  Nether  Wyresdale,  Myerscough,  Claughton  and 
Upper  Rawcliffe-with-Tarnacre. 

The  special  scavenging  rates  for  the  above  9 parishes  vary 
between  3d.  and  lOd.  in  the  £.  Incorporation  of  these  expenses  in 
the  General  Rate  would  be  a decided  advantage,  the  eleven  un- 
scavenged parishes  could  then  be  included  in  a comprehensive 
scavenging  scheme.  Salvage  would  then  be  collected  at  the  same 
time  as  the  refuse  instead  of  by  special  collections. 

The  Salvage  Scheme  has  been  working  very  satisfactorily  since 
April,  1940.  Regular  collections  are  made  with  our  own  vehicle 
and  also  special  collections  are  made  with  a hired  vehicle  with  the 
following  results  : —

In  addition,  the  parish  of  Hambleton  and  the  Garstang  Boy 
Scouts  have  been  working  independently  in  salvage  work. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Slight  repairs  were  carried  out  to  sewers  in  three  parishes. 
Repairs  were  also  effected  at  the  Scorton  and  Bowgreave  Sewage 
Works. 
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Each  time  there  is  a serious  rise  of  water  in  the  River  Wyre, 
the  Scorton  Sewage  Works  become  flooded.  An  automatic  pumping 
scheme  will  cure  this  defect. 

Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution. 

Several  ditches  carrying  sewage  were  cleaned  out  in  1941. 
Reports  on  the  pollution  of  Rivers  W’yre,  Brock  and  Calder  and  their 
tributaries  have  been  received  at  regular  intervals  from  the  Rivers 
Pollution  Board  and  Fishery  Board,  and  slight  improvements  have 
been  effected  to  mitigate  this.

Housing  Conditions. 

General  observations  as  to  housing  conditions  : — 

Generally  the  houses  for  a rural  district  are  of  a fair  standard, 
except  160.  A large  number  of  these  in  my  opinion  are  unfit  and 
cannot  be  made  ht  for  habitation  at  a reasonable  cost. 

Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. 

Private  enterprise  has  erected  644  houses,  mostly  of  the  cottage 

type,  and  54  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  during  the 
last  10  years. 
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Local  Authorities’  Housing  Schemes. 

The  Council  purchased  2{  acres  of  land  in  Kettle  Lane,  Garstang. 
A plan  was  prepared  showing  a layout  for  30  houses.  The  scheme 
was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  22  houses  have  now 
been  built.  • Houses  have  also  been  built  by  the  Council  at  Pilling 
(8),  Inskip- with-Sowerby  (4),  Out  Rawcliffe  (4),  Cabus  (4),  Inskip  (4) 
and  Great  Eccleston  (8).  Rents  range  from  5s.  3d.  to  7s.  I Id. 
inclusive. 


Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Slaughtermen  in  the  district  have  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Act,  and  all  beasts  and  sheep  are  stunned  by  means  of  the 
mechanically  operated  instruments  ; this  also  applies  to  pigs  where 
electrical  power  is  available.

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  603  farms  and  dairies,  in  connection  with  them,  and 
one  retail  dairy  on  the  register  ; of  these,  63  are  Accredited  pro- 
ducers and  2 Tuberculin  Tested  producers.  391  inspections  were 
made  in  connection  with  the  above. 

A number  of  shippons  require  re-modelling,  but  this  is  a difficult 
matter  as  the  tenant  is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the 
work. 

It  is  computed  that  there  are  1 ,500  cowsheds  in  the  area,  many 
of  which  do  not  comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 


Milk. 

A large  quantity  of  milk  is  produced  in  your  district,  the  bulk 
of  which  is  sent  to  adjoining  towns. 

It  is  computed  that  there  are  15,000  to  16,000  dairy  cattle  in  the 
area.

A number  of  complaints  regarding  dirty  milk  were  received  from 
Creameries  and  Cheese  Factories  ; these  were  investigated  and 
dealt  with.  Twelve  samples  of  milk  churn  washings  using  sterile 
saline  solution  were  obtained  during  1941,  all  were  Unsatisfactory. 


Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk. 

In  addition  to  the  6 T.B.  Milk  Samples  reported  above,  26  other 
cases  Were  reported  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  ; as  a result 
of  these  samples,  18  cows  were  slaughtered  and  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  Tuberculosis. 


Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority  for  administration 
of  the  above  Act. 


Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and 

Other  Diseases. 

During  1941  there  were  13  cases  of  scarlet  fever  against  5 in  1940, 
19  cases  of  diphtheria  against  1,  20  cases  of  pneumonia  against  19, 
97  cases  of  whooping  cough,  89  cases  of  measles,  1 case  of  cerebro- 
spinal fever,  6 cases  of  erysipelas  and  13  cases  of  tuberculosis 
against  11. 

All  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 


For  the  duration  of  the  war,  all  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the 
large  centralised  slaughterhouses  from  which  the  local  butchers 
receive  their  allocation  of  rationed  meat. 

Seven  cases  of  Anthrax,  one  case  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease, 
and  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported  by  the  Police  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  all  of  which  proved  negative. 


Unsound  l;ood. 

As  a result  of  inspections  of  shops  and  slaughterhouses,  the 
following  unsound  meat  and  other  foods  were  surrendered  and 
destroyed  :
